ng made by the police to unravel the 
mystery of the death 
yesterday of 


John McAlplue, the wealthy lumber- 
man who was found shot to death 
n the basement of his home in the 
fashionable East End district. 


The police are trying to determine 


whether murder was committed. The 
wound In Mr. 
McAlpine's head 
is 


about an inch above tne ear. It is not 
such a wound as ordinarily would be 
caused in suicide. 


The developments in the investiga- 
ion thus far have not supported the 
lamily theory of suicide, according to 
he police. They can find no motive 
or self destruction in Mr. McAlpine's 
justness 
affairs, 
his condition of 


health or his state of mind. 


The authorities declare they are at 


sea because they did not learn that a 
shooting had occurred until the body 
»ad been removed from the basement 
of the home. The revolver, a 48-cali- 
bre automatic, was founa on the base- 
ment steps. 


On the determination of the ques- 


tion of suicide will rest the payment 
of $140,000 in accident policies held 
by Mr, McAlpine. Policies amounting 
to $65,000 are straight life and are not 
coutestable.

might be willing to postpone, but the 
mail in the White House is driving 


head. 
It is not because there are strong ob- 
ectious to the proposed currency leg- 
slation, but because most of the men 
n congress object to staying here in 
Washington all summer and fall, that 
auses so much opposition to taking 
up financial legislation. 
Of course 


here are men who are very much op- 
>osed to the administration bill, but 
he principal objection is to the con- 
luuous sessions of congress. 


Women Pushing Suffrage, 


Woman suffrage advocates are In- 


sisting that congress shall take action 
now on tbe proposed amendment to 
he constitution allowing women to 
vote. They assert that equal rights are 
more Important than either the tariff 
r currency. Consequently they have 
been bringing extra pressure to bear 
o secure action at this session. 
And yet Senator Ashurst of Arizona, 


one of the strongest advocates of wo- 
man suffrage, who has the resolution 
n charge, says that he prefers to 
bring it up later, when it will be 
stronger than now. 
The senators 


tnow that it would be impossible to 
get consideration of the resolution at 
the special session and that it is doubt- 
'ul whether favorable action will re- 
sult even when it is taken up. 


Race Differences Emphasized.

senators showed that the race Issue 
was still alive.

lapp of Minnesota introduced a reso- 
lution making inquiry as to tbe segre-

Postmaster General Burleson, whose
